Bat they infitted on their coming on board, 
or they would fire intothem. Upon this, the Captain fent 
the Mailer on board with his Commiflion from the Right 
Hon. his Majetty’s Poftmafter-General, and alfo the Com- 
miffion granted to him by the Right Hon. the Lords of the 
Admiralty, which they detained, end foon after fent on 
board of him three large Boats well manned, fecured their 
Arms, and carried them on board the Commodore, who 
told them, If they offered to make any Refiftance they 
would cut them to Pieces ; and then ordered the Command- 
er, with about 30 Men, to carry the Ship to Algiers, but 
detained the Matter and the 7 Men as Hoftages. There 
was one Ship of fifty, two of forty, and one of thirty-fix 
Guns, with a large Venetian Prize they had taken three 
Days before.
